ACROSS ASIA MINOR ON FOOT. 

Mr, W. J, Childs is particularly, for- 
tunate 3 in the moment of the appearance of 
his ' Across Asia Minor on Foot.” The 
region is a fascinating one, and the books 
on it in English are remarkably few. He 
combines the réle of geographer and his- 
torian, and at the same time proves that 
he kept a very shrewd eye on the 
characteristics of the many different 
peoples among whom he travelled on foot. 
This last point deserves emphasis, for Mr. 
Childs is the only English traveller who 
went through Asia Minor on foot. 
means naturally that he saw places and 
tribes very much off the beaten track. His 
journey extended to about 1,300 miles, and 
occupied five months, and the days spent 
in actual travel upon the road were fifty- 
four. He slept in the poorest khans or 
wherever shelter might be found, mixing 
by day and night with "te varied and 
doubtful company of an Eastern highway.

The Nationalist Crisis. 


We find no satisfaction in the wretched 
state of the Nationalist Parliamentary 
Party. After all, it is at least a constitu- 
tional party. We cannot contradict the 
claim of its latest manifesto that—ain recent 
years, at any rate—it has pursued self- 
government “through peaceful and consti- 
tutional means.” That the party s policy 
has been unpatriotic and short-sighted, and 
thab it is itself to blame for most of its 
w.isfortunes, are indisputable facts. The 
first, and the fundamental, mistake was 


on Unionist Ulster. The manifesto rejects 
Mr, Lloyd George’s statement that such 
compulsion was always unthinkable, and 
asserts that the original Home Rule Bill 
certainly contemplated the coercion of 
Ulster. There is no doubt that all Irish 


Unionists shared that opinion at the time, 
but the point is hardly worthy of argu- 
ment. Whatever Mr. Lloyd George may 
have thought or intended then, he and the 
whole English people know now that Ulster 
cannot be coerced, and ought not to be 
coerced. The Nationalist Party staked 
everything on coercion. It has failed, 
and the fault’ is its own. What- 
ever excuse English statesmen may have 
had for ignorance of Irish affairs, the 
Nationalist representatives at Westminster 
had no excuse at all. During recent 
months the official Nationalist policy has 
gone from bad to worse. It has been 
engaged simultaneously in the deception of 
Irish Nationalist hopes, the widening of 
the gulf between Unionist and Nation- 
alist sentiment, and the estrangement 
of the sympathies of the English demo- 
cracy- If Irish Unionists had that 
Bourbon mind which, like Mr. Dillon’s, 
learns nothing and forgets nothing, they 
might be tempted to rejoice in the present 
plight of the Nationalist Party. They 
have no time, however, and no real occa- 
sion for such rejoicing. They must ask 
themselves the questions: What is the 
alternative to the more or less constitu- 
tional authority of the Nationalist Party? 
If that authority disappears, what new in- 
fluences are likely to emerge from the 
present welter of unformed or half- 
formed. thought and emotion in Ireland 
south of the Boyne? 


We have said that these are questions 
for all Irish Unionists, since they love Ire- 
land and pest continue to live in it. 


the attempt to impose Home Rule forcibly 


They appeal for answer not less urgently 
tv that great majority of law-abiding Irish 
Nationalists who now find themselves 
without leadership and with poorer pros- 
pects than ever of the fulfilment of those 
ambitions which they have followed so 
faithfully through many stormy years. The 
present state of Ireland is thoroughly un- 
satisfactory. Industrially the country is 
prosperous, but politically it is seeth- 
ing with unrest and discontent. The 
atmosphere just now-—there is no use in 
pretending to ignore the fact—is peculiarly 
favourable to the growth of the microbe of 
sedition. We must all recognise, as the 
Nationalist manifesto recognises, the 
existence of an “ Irish pro-German revolu- 
tionary. party.” That party, we are con-. 
vinced, still represents only a small 
minority of the Irish people; but it is 
fanatical, and its activities are widespread. 
Open sedition—if it is again attempted— 
can be suppressed firmly and vigorously 
by the forces of the Crown. The real 
danger is the quiet capture by this 
dangerous minority of that preponderating 
body of Nationalist opinion which, with 
the collapse of the Nationalist Party, has 
broken away from its political anchorage 
and is now drifting at the mercy of wind 
and tide. In politics, as elsewhere, 
nature abhors a vacuum. The safeguard 
against the very serious danger which now 
threatens our country’s peace and happi- 
ness is obyious. The time has come for a 
radical reconstruction of Nationalist policy. 
Wednesday s debate closed an epoch in the 
history of the Home Rule movement. 
The problem, if it is to be solved at “ll, 
must be approached henceforward in new 
ways. The Nationalist majority which has 
been voiceless for at least a year, and, 
powerless to protest, has seen so many 
foolish and degrading things done in its 
name, must take its political destinies into 
it. own hands. 

We do not expect Nationalists’ to sur- 
render their hopes of a self-governed and 
united Ireland. We do expect them to 
realise now that the old methods of seek- 
ing these ends have proved worse than 
useless. The new Nationalist policy must 
strive for the conversion, hot the 
coercion, of Unionist Ulster, and in 
that endeavour it must secure the good- 
will of the British democracy. Truncated

We be- 
lieve that Mr. Redmond could save the 
present party from ruin ; but he must first 
be saved from Mr. Dillon, and we do not 
think that he has the courage or strength 
to effect his own salvation. If he is to he 
saved at all, and any large section of his 
party with him, the thing must be done 
by such a stirring of the best and soundest 
Nationalist opinion throughout the country 
as will fyrnish the people with a 
constitutional programme, a new 
organisation, and a new ideal which 
Irish Unionists can support without 
treachery to their own convictions and in- 
terests. H is agreed that at the next 
general election—if Mr. Dillon continues 
to dominate the present Nationalist Party 
—the bulk of the party will disappear 
from public life, Who will succeed 
them?

Germany 's Food. 


'There is a moral for ourselves in Ger- 
manys food troubles, for they are due 
at least as much to the carelessness 
of her own people as to the pressure of 
our blockade. It is an index to the 
gravity of Germany s position that her 
Government is constrained to be no less 
candid than our own. Herr Michaelis, 
lately appointed Prussian State Commis- 
sioner for the Feeding of the People, has 
discussed it with a rare frankness in 
what the Cologne Gazette calls Wa serious 
speech,” - He said that his office had its 
origin in the very grave anxiety regarding 
food questions, “ This anxiety is especially 
grave, not only owing to the fact that the 
weather conditions have dislocated our 
entire supply, thus producing distress of 
such a kind that a severer state of things, 
especially in the large industrial centres, 
could scarcely be imagined, but owing to 
the fact that our apprehensions extend to 
the whole of the year that lies before us.” 
He said that Germany was faced with a 
very difficult problem, and that the 
Government must adopt radical measures. 
These involve complete centralisation 
of powers at present delegated to 
municipal and rural authorities, and 
the extension of rationing to all the 
articles which have hitherto escaped. 
If this does not succeed, “we are con- 
fronted,’ said Herr Michaelis, “with the 
grim starvation there will be if suddenly, 
during the closing months of the economic 
year, we find that there is not enough 
and that we cannot hold out.” For this 
situation the German people themselves 
have to share the responsibility with the 
British Fleet. Bread tickets have been 
forge® on such a “shocking” scale that 
the entire reserves have been used up; and 
when the potatoes failed, and bread was 
to be given as a substitute, no bread 
was available. The Vdérwarts has borne 
witness to a formidable movement of 
trade union opinion, which directs itself 
largely against the Agrarians in the belief 
that they are hoarding supplies. The 
geverning bodies of all the trade unions 
have addregsed a petition to the Imperial 
Chancellor. It describes “a growing ex- 
citement among the poorer classes, and 
especially among workmen and em- 
ployés “; and declares that, “if the food 
difficulties continue, the army of labour 
at home will be unable to maintain its 
achievements at the pitch required by the

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USE OF PETROL SUBSTITUTES,

The Secretary of the Petrol Control Com. 
mittee publishes the following:—The restric- 
tions which have been imposed on the use of 
petrol have led to a considerable increase in 
the consumption of petrol substitutes. The im- 


portation of these substitutes requires the use | 


of tonnage which it is absolutely necessary to 
economise. The Petrol Control Committee are, 


therefore, compelled to take measures for the | 


limitation of consumption of petro] substitutes 
used in motor .vehicles, and the attention of 
all owners and users of motor vehicles is called 
to the following Order, which is being issued 
to all licensed dealers in motor epirit, and will 
have effect as from March 10th, 1917 :— 

The sales of all substitutes for petrol which 
are sold for use in motor vehicles must be 
entered on the motor spirit licence held by 
the purchaser. The monthly quantity of petrol 
and substitutes purchased by the owner of 
any motor vehicle must not exceed tha monthiy 
quantity of motor spirit authorised by the 
Petrol Committee to be purchased. 
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CONTROL OF FATS, OILS. AND 
OILSEEDS. 


. 

The Ministry of. Munitions, by arrangement 
with the Ministry of Food and the Board of 
Agriculture, is assuming control of all fats, 
oils, oilseeds, and their produce, including oil- 
cake, soap, and margarine. A new branch of 
the Explosives Department of the Ministry of 
Munitions is being organised under Mr. Alfred 
Bigland, M.P., as Controller, assisted by a 
Consultative Committee representing other Go.

But when we are told further 
that “the Allies need not trouble about 
the Imperial Power after the war, since 
the Germans themselves will arrange all 
that,” I begin to suspect the hand of the 
German Press Bureau. There is no sign 
at present that the German Army is pre-

the military bureaucracy, and without the 
army the German people, whatever their 
opinions may be, are helpless.

They had now reached the conclusion of the 
period for which guaranteed subscriptions had 
originally been iWvited. Looking back, they covid 
congratulate those who had laboured so devoiedly 
in the Mission as head: assistant missioner, and 
lay worker, man or woman, on the result of their 
efforts. The district assigned to the Mission fn 
the. huge Parish of St. Mary had been, if not an 
untilled field, at least one which was almést Im: 
possible to cultivate preperly for lack of husband- 
men. By steady visiting, by attracting the young 
people, by instituiing Sunday aud week-day Evening 
Services, the workers of the Mission had made 
religion a living thing among many families where 
it was only a name or a memory. With heartfelt 
regret, the Committee said farewell te the Head of 
the Mission, Rev, W. R. F.. Manning, whose term 
of office expired in April. His industry, tenacity, 
and courage, through all anxiety and stress, de- 
served tneir warmest thanks; but his best reward 
would be the gratitude and love of those among 
whom he had toiled, and espevially of the lads to 
whom he had been a leader and a friend. His 
successor, the Rev. Arthur Gordon Hannon, Curate 
of Drumcondra and North Straud,- Dublin, had a 
record both in colleee and in his parochial work, 
which led the Committee to form high hopes of his 
ability to fill the post. He was fortunate in hay- 
ing already secured an assistant missioner, who 
would, the Commitiee hoped, he ordained this 
summer, when Mr. Hannon would also be free to 
enter upon his hew duties.
